r.'Ir.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I beg’  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
concerning  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Urban  District  for  1969. 

I have  to  report  a further  fall  of  210  in  the  Registrar  Generals’  estimated 
population  to  30,040.  The  number  of  births  fell  by  63  to  374  giving  an 
uncorrected  birth  rate  of  12,4  per  1,000  population  compared  with  14,4  for  1968 
and  19,1  for  1964  - a fall  of  2l4  births  when  compared  with  that  year. 

The  infant  deaths  rose  to  8 - one  under  one  month  and  7 vinder  one  week. 

The  number  of  deaths  rose  by  2 giving  a total  of  336  and  a crude  death 
rate  of  11,1  per  1,000  population. 

On  the  credit  side  was  a further  reduction  in  the  number  of  infectious 
diseases  notified  - the  lov/ost  ever  recorded  and  it  is  gratifying  to  note 
that  there  were  only  two  notifications  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  one  non- 
pulnon£ir3'  notification. 

During  1969,  3136  meals  were  served  by  the  W.R.V.S.  which  is  supported 
financially  by  the  council  as  well  as  a chiropody  service. 

I wish  to  thank  the  chairman  of  the  Health  Committee  for  his  support  and 
the  members  for  their  interest  and  to  my  colleagues  for  their  co-operation. 

I also  wish  to  place  on  record  my  thanks  for  the  work  done  by  the  Health 
Department  Staff  during  the  year.

There  were  87  notifications  of  infectiotis  disease  during  1969.  This  is  the 
lov/est  total  ever  recorded, 

lieasles 

There  were  60  cases  of  neasles  notified.  It  is  fact,  that  this  total  would 
have  been  considerably  reduced  had  measles  vaccine  been  available  during  the 
year. 

Supplies  are  still  restricted  but  it  is  hoped  that  1970  v/ill  allow  the 
continuation  of  the  neasles  vaccination  programme. 

Infective  Hepatitis  (Jaundice) 

There  were  10  notifications.  The  patients'  ages  ranged  between  5 and  35  years, 
but  mainly  they  were  in  the  6-15  year  group. 

Scarlet  Fever 

Five  cases  were  notified. 


Dysentery 

Four  cases  were  notified. 


Food  Poisoning 

There  were  five  notifications  of  food  poisoning  involving  two  families  at 
different  times.  One  was  a child  who  brought  the  illness  to  this  district  on 
the  final  day  of  her  holiday  and  it  was  presuraed  to  be  due  to  eating  shellfish. 
Salmonella  Typhimurium  was  cultured  from  the  patient’s  stool. 

The  second  case  involved  four  members  of  a family,  Tv/o  of  the  victims  were 
seriously  ill  and  one  was  admitted  to  hospital.  The  food  pattern  was  verj^ 
indeterminate  and  no  common  factor  was  discovered.  No  organisms  v/ere  grov/n  from 
any  of  the  food  in  the  house  or  from  the  patient’s  stools. 


Tuberculosis 

There  were  two  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified  and  one  case  of  non- 
pulmcnary  tuberculosis. 

This  is  a record  year  for  tuberculosis  since  records  were  kept  in 
Bedlingtonshire, 


There  were  no  cases  of  Smallpox,  Diphtheria  or  Nhooping  Cough  notified 
during  the  year.

All  houses  in  the  disti-ict  have  a mains  supply  from  the  County  Borough 
of  Tynencuth  Water  Undertaking.  The  v/ater  continues  to  be  adequate  a.nd  of 
good  quality.  Seven  houses  v/ith  a standpipe  in  the  back  yard  will  be  dealt 
with  on  the  slisn  clearance  progranme. 

The  opening  of  the  outdoor  sv/imming  pool  at  Hunford  Mill  was  delayed 
for  one  month  until  June  28th  to  allow  works  to  be  carried  out  to  the  v/alls 
of  the  pool. 

v.Tien  it  closed  on  September  27th  attendance  for  the  three  months  was 
13,184.  The  weather  during  this  period  was  excellent.  The  river  water  used 
is  sand  filtered  and  chlorinated  before  entering  the  pool. 

Tv/enty  six  samples  v/ere  examined  by  the  Public  Health  .Laboratory  for 
bacteriological  examination  v/ith  very  good  results.
